Hockey played an 
important role in the life 
of every small com- 
munity and Eldorado 
was no exception. Na- 
turally, the Pigden boys 
played for their home- 
town team. They played 
on an outdoor ice 
surface behind the gar- 
age and unlike most 
rinks of the day it had 
electric lights. The 
lighting system was 
powered by a delco or 
gas generator the oper- 
ation of which was 
Charlie Pigden's  re- 
sponsibility. Very fre- 
quently whenever the 
local team got a little 
behind in a game the 
lights would mysteri- 
ously grow dimmer as 
the opposition would 
begin to move the puck 
into the Eldorado end of 
the rink. Many a visitor 
would also marvel at the 
way the lights got 
brighter as the home 
team carried the game 
into the visitors’ end of 
the ice surface. Such 
was the technology of 
early electric lighting 
and such was the grin 
on Charlie Pigden’s 
face. The annals of 
history would not be 
complete without men- 
tioning one eventful 
hockey game between 


Madoc and Eldorado. 
Eldorado often = ac- 


cused Madoc of import- 
ing players for their 
team. One ordinary 
winter day during the 
forties when hockey was 
as usual the topic of 
conversation, a bet took 
place. Jack Hatch, then 
the only OPP in Madoc 
and the coach of the 
Madoc team, wagered 
Charlie Pigden ten dol- 
lars that his team could 
beat Eldorado. ‘‘Why 
not make that.a hundred 
dollars?"’ said Charlie. 
“Your on," said Hatch 
and they entrusted the 
money to Alan Burris to 
await the outcome of the 
big game. The night of 
that game proved quite 
a surprise. It seemed 
that Freddy. Stewart, 
who was in the airforce 
at Trenton at the time, 
had came home to play 
for the Eldorado tam 
for the Eldorado team 
and had brought a 
couple of friends with 
him. 

The first period went 
quite normal, then sud- 
denly these/new players 
broke loose with a fury 
never before witnessed 


on the beautiful shores 
of Mud Lake. They 
delivered a handsome 
victory for Eldorado. 
Constable Hatch de- 
cided to investigate and 
soon discovered that the 
two mystery guests 
were non other than 
members of the Mont- 
real Royals. Charlie 
introduced Hatch to his 
friend Alex Gordon who 
testified that the men 
worked for him as 
lumberjacks. **Shure 
they do,"’ said the 
constable and if they cut 
trees half.as well as they 
play hockey they would 
have cleared the entire 
north country by now. 
Charlie and Alex knew 
full well that Freddy 
Stewart had imported 
the two  semi-profes- 
sionals courtesy of His 
Majesties Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force just for 
the occasion. Remem- 
bering that his next 
meeting with Constable 
Hatch might be on the 
King’s Highway, 
Gord's dad decided that 
they should call the bet 
off. After all, it was just 
a litle game -between 
friends. 

When Gord was in 
grade thirteen, the high 
school in Madoc burned 
down. Temporary 
school classes were held 
in the local Armorie 
which was normally the 
home of the Hastings 
and Prince Edward re- 
serve army regiment. 
Mary would remember 
how Gord was allowed 
out of classes to help the 
principal unpack new 


books while the rest-of 
them had to slave away. 
classes as usual. This 
special treatment was 


nothing new for Gord. . 


His principal A.C. An- 
derson had previously 
allowed him to take time 
off to attend various 
shooting matches.

Some consumers 
have been shocked to 
learn that disability 
insurance doesn’t cover 
their entire incomes. 

On the heels of an 
iliness or accident caus- 
ing long-term disability, 
it can be devastating to 
find your insurance 
policy doesn’t provide 
the expected protection, 
say experts with the 
Ontario Ministry of 
Consumer and Com- 
mercial Relations 
(MCCR). 

Some plans pay only a 
small percentage of 
current wages, particu- 
larly for high income 
earners. 

Most disability insur- 
ance is designed to 
replace regular employ- 
ment income for people 
who become disabled 
and incapable of work- 
ing Normally, you must 
be employed to purch- 
ase this type of policy.

Electrolyser is 
a Canadian company 
which is a world leader 
in the technology for 
splitting apart water by 
means of an_ electric 
current. This process is 
called electrolysis. 
According to Dr. Le- 
Roy, Canada is ideally 
placed to exploit this 
technology because we 
have abundant supplies 
of electricity. In off- 
peak,times, the electri- 
city from nuclear and 
hydroelectric genera- 
ting facilities can be 
used for hydrogen pro- 
duction, from water. 
Power \ cilities must 
have the capacity to 


electrolysis depend on 
passing an electric cur- 
rent through a solution 
of potassium hydroxide 
in water. The potassium 
hydroxide is necessary 
to carry the electric 
current. In the labora- 
tory, two metal rods, 
called electrodes, are 
dipped into the potas- 
sium hydroxide solution 
and are connected to the 
source of electricity. 
Hydrogen forms at one 
electrode and oxygen at 
the other. The two 
gases are collected se- 
parately. A commercial 


setup is similar, except. 


that the metal rods are 
replaced with large cells 
connected by girders 
called buss-bars.

At present the cost of 
producing hydrogen by 
any technology makes it

Psychoanalyst Dr. 
Herbert Freudenberger 
describes burnout as a 
“state of fatigue or 
frustration brought 
about by devotion to a 
cause, way of life or 
relationship that .failed 
to produce the expected 
reward."’ Sniatynski 
notes that the church 
provides plenty of prime 
candidates, especially 
among the clergy. 


However, clergy are 
not the only ones to 
experience the burnout 
phenomenon. A_ lay 
woman says, ‘‘I had this 
vision of the church as 
being an extremely 
hungry machine, swal- 
lowing a lot of the 
energy of some very 
good people.’’ There is 
always work to be done, 
writes Sniatynski, ‘‘and 
somebody has to do it."’ 


One way to avoid 
burnout is sharing the 
workload of ministry. 
The Rev. Daryl Auten of

Canada Pension Plan 


By Bill Vankoughnet 


The Canada 
Pension Plan, intro- 
duced in 1966, was 
designed to provide 
a basic level of 
protection for 
contributors 
their families 
against the conting- 
encies of retire- 
ment, disability or 
death. It is based on 
compulsory contri- 
butions of earnings 
from employment 
and is only: one of 
three aspects of 


Canada’s retire- 
ment , income 
system. 

Old Age Security 
ensions provide 
asic income 
protection for 


everyone aged 65 
and over. The third 
. element necessary 
for comfortable 
retirement is the 
private arrange- 
ments each person 
should make, such 
as employer- 
sponsored pensions 
and individual 
savings. 

A recent survey 
indicated, however, 
that only 40 per cent 
of Canadians were 
aware of the Cana- 
da Pension Plan 
retirement benefits 
and that less than 10 
per cent were 
aware of the vari- 
ous other benefits 
provided by the 


plan. 

Very few contri- 
butors took advan- 
tage of requesting 
their statement of 
earnings, which 
shows their credit in 
the official record of 
earnings. It is these 
earnings upon 
which the entitle- 
ment benefits are 
based. If there is an 
error in the records, 
and it is not 
corrected quicksy 
the benefits could 
be lost, or at least 
considerably 
delayed. 

In order to keep 
Canada Pension 
Plan contributors 
informed, the 
Department of 
Health and Welfare 
have devised a new 
information. prog- 
ram. The program, 
which began in 
April and will run 
for four years, 
involves oa a 
approximately 1 
million statements 
that will inform 
individuals about 
the status of their 
Canada Pension 
Plan contributions. 

Starting with 
those people closest 

retirement, 
Health and Welfare 
Canada will mail 
personalized infor- 
mation packages 
that will outline to 


the contributors 
how much _ they 
have paid in and 
what, benefits they 
(or family 
members) could 
expect from the 
plan if they were 
eligible now. It will 
also explain the 
other potential 
Canada . Pension 
Plan benefits such 
as disability 
pensions, survivors’ 
and children’s bene- 
fits as well as the 
lump sum payable 
at death. : 


Income alt 
Program offices all 
across Canada have 
been instructed to 
aid any contributor 
seeking further 
information or help 
with any Canada 
Pension Plan 
problem. 

The information 
packages are vital 
papers and impor- 
tant records which 
should be kept for 
personal records.as 
well.

As part of the agreements reached between the Board and its elementary 
and secondary teachers in February of 1980, teachers who are at least $5 
years of age, are receiving the maximum salary in. their category, and 
have been employeed by the Board for at least ten years may apply under 
this Early Retirement Incentive Plan to retire early.

3) Eye glass. This

built in an eye glass 
frame.

The Royal Candian Mounted Police musical 
ride will come to the Kingston Exhibition for two 
performances on July 25 and July 24, says Flora 
MacDonald, M.P. for Kingston and the Islands. 

MacDonald was requested earlier this year by 
Larry Redden, president of the Kingston and 
District Agricultural Society, to see if the musical 
ride could be available to Kingston and area’ 
citizens. 

“The Musical Ride will be a great event for 
the Kingston Exhibition, as well as a tourist 
attraction for Kingston this summer. It was a 
pleasure working with the solicitor general, the 
honourable Elmer MacKay, to assure this event 
can be held in Kingston,’ says MacDonald. 

The R.C.M.P.'s musical ride in Canada, while 
dating back to the late 1800's was first put on 
public display in 1904.

The musical ride is performed by a full troop of 
32 riders and horses. 

It consists of the execution of a variety of 
intricate figures and movements, set to music. It 
demands the utmost control, timing and

Taxes that will 
hurt, especially if they'- 
re middle or working 
class Carfadians. 

This amounts to taxa- 
tion without representa- 
tion. 

“Isn't the deficit used 
to create jobs?" others 
ask. Everyone's concer- 
ned with jobs or the lack

of them. Unemployment 
is only a symptom, 
however 


The deficit is part of 
the disease. 

Wher government 
takes money from us, 
either by borrowing or 
.axation, Ht means we 
can't invest it or lend it 
to entrepreneurs or 
businesses who create 
real wealth and jobs. 

Huge and continuing 
deficits scare off invest- 
ment because investors 
will question the compe- 
tence and soundness of 


the national govern- 
ment. 
That means fewer 
jobs. 


Another major prob- 
lem with deficits is that 
they feed on themsel- 
ves. Today’s deficit is 
tomorrow's debt. Next 
year's interest charges 
on today’s $35 billion 
deficit are more than $4 


This means that if ~ 
next year's deficit’ is 
kept at $35 billion, $4 
billion has to be cut 
from government pro- 
grammes. 

Otherwise, the deficit 
will increase to $59 
billion, and its interest 
charges will be closer to 
$5 billion the next 
year...and so on. 

In other words, with- 
out substantial cuts in 
government spending. 
our debt will increase at 
an accelerating pace. 

The size of the deficit 
and national debt relate 
directly to how much 
personal and economic 
freedom Canadians en- 
joy.

Swings arid sensers... parametric amplifiers

Robert Louis Steven- 
son remind us of that 
pleasurable occupati- 
ion: swinging. We all 
know how to do it and 


we probably can't * 


even remember 
being taught, A 
seems we always 
knew how But 
swinging is a very 
subtle thing and it is 
not obvious how the 
‘pumping motion of 
a child sets a swing in 
motion 

The secret is pump- 
ing in the right direc- 
tion at the right place 


during the oscillation. 


of the swing. The 
object is to increase 
the energy stored in 
the swing. When the 
swing is at rest, it has 
no energy. the child. 
by pushing upward 
against the force of 


gravity, adds ener sy 
€ 


to the swing. If t 
swing were absolute- 


ly at rest, no amount: 


of pushing up and 
down 
going. But the swing 
always has a little 
motion and_ this 
motion is ‘amplified’ 
by the pumping 
action 

The swing is an 


| example of a large 


class of systems 
called ‘parametric 
amplifiers’ which are 
ofégreat interest to 
physicists and engi-

neers. The most effi- 
cient strategy for 
pumping is to stand 
up just as the swing is 
at its lowest point and 
squat when it reaches 
its highest point. In 
this way, the energy 
is increased most 
rapidly. Children 
seem to know this 
instinctively. They 
stop the swing: by 
letting it die or jump- 
ing off. Actually the 
swing can be brought 
to rest rapidly by 
reversing. the pump- 
ing strategy: squat at 
the bottom and stand 
at the top. This 


‘seems not to be so 


well known. - 

An interesting 
example of pumping 
a swing occurs in the 
Cathedral of 
Santiago de Compos- 
tella on the northwest 
coast of Spain. In this 
church a huge 
censeF. 15 meters 
high, hangs on a rope 
21 meters long, the 
censer weighs 57 kg 
and is called O 
Botafumerio. 

For over 700 years. 
there has been a 
strange rite in this 
church. After the 
censer is burning and 
producing incense, a 
team of priests stand- 
ing off to the side 
start to pull on the 
rope and pump the 
censer like a swing. 
They raise the censer 
about three meters at 
the bottom of. its 
swing, arid release it 
at the top of its swing.

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Pre-season outboard tune-up tips 


Like folks everywhere, more and more boaters 
are taking the ‘‘do-it-yourself” approach to 
servicing their boat and motor. While the best 
place to take your motor for service is still your 
authorized dealer, there are a lot of things you 
can do yourself to get your motor ready for the 
new boating season. 

Here, from the service experts at Outboard 
Marine Corporation (the Johnson Outboards and 
Evinrude Motors people) are some important 
steps to follow to get your motor ready to go after 
winter stdrage: : 

1. Check the level of lubricant in the lower unit 


. and make sure it’s filled to the proper level, as 


specified in your owner's manual. If it looks like 
it has been leaking, have a service expert check 
it out since it could indicate the lower seals and 
gaskets need replacing. And if it wasn't done 


+ before off-season storage, drain the gearcase 


and refill it with the manufacturer's recom- 
mended lubricant. 

Gearcase lube is available in a variety of 
containers, from small tubes to gallons 
(complete with a hand-operated pump for clean, 
efficient application). So whether you have a 
small moto?-or a large one, one motor or a fleet of 
them, lubricant is available in the size you need. 

2. If your motor has a power trim or power tile 
unit, check the level of fluid in the system's 
reservoir, and refill it with the manufacturer's 
recommended fluid, as needed. 

$. Check your spark plugs. Your outboard 
can’t start quickly and run efficiently if the plugs 
aren't sparking. Remove them, clean them, and 
make sure they are gapped to specification. Also 
make sure the spark plug terminal connections 
and wiring are clean, unfrayed and snug-fitting. 

4. Check the boat's battery. Make sure it's 
filled with water and fully charged. Clean the 
terminal posts and connectors so they are free of 
corrosion. 

5. If there was unused fuel left in the tank and 
engine over the winter, it should have been 


treated with a fuel conditioner, like OMC’s 2 


* plus 4® Fuel Conditioner, before storage. If the 


. fuel was conditioned, all you need to do in the 


spring is make sure fuel system clamps and 
fittings are tight and not leaking. Also check for 
cracked, worn or aged fuel lines and replace as 
necessary. 

If no fuel conditioner was added before 
storage, however, the fuel pump filter should be

cleaned before adding fresh fuel. Although they 
vary from brand to brand, most outboard féel 
fiers are designed for easy cleaning. Check 
your owner's manual for instructions. Of course, 
all the old, untreated fuel should be drained from 
the tank and disposed of properly before new, 
fresh fuel is added. If you have an outboard with 
ah oil injection system, check to make sure the 
oil tank is filled. Also check your owner's manual 
for any special maintenance the oil injection 
system might require. 

6. Speaking of fuel conditioners, many boaters 
use a product like OMC’s 2 plus r* for winter 
storage, byit neglect its in-season use. Used in 
much sofaller quantities during the boating 
season, outboard fuel conditioners help keep the 
carburetor clean, reduces plug fouling, and 
reduces moisture in the fuel system. A note of 
caution: use only fuel conditioners designed for 
marine use in your boat, not automotive 
additives or conditioners, which can do your 
motor more harm than good. 

7. Check your propeller. A little ding in the 
prop can make a big dent in your boat's 


,performance. If the propeller is nicked, gouged 


or bent, take it to your dealer or a prop shop for 
repair. If it's too far gone, invest in a new prop. 
Johnson and Evinrude owners might consider 
OMC's SST Raker TM stainless steel propellers. 
Stainless propellers offer much greater 
durability than most aluminum props. 

Here's a safety tip: before removing your 
propeller, always shift your motor to neutral and 
remove the key from the ignition switch to 
prevent the motor from accidently starting. If 
you have trouble loosening the propeller nut, try 
wedging a piece of 2x4 between the prop blade 
and the anti-ventilation plate to keep the prop 
from turning. 

Before replacing the propeller, lube the prop 
shaft with grease as specified in your owner $s 
manual. Also check around the base of the prop 
shaft for monofilament fishing line which may 
have become wrapped around the shaft. Look 
closely...old monofilament might look like a 
plastic washer. Be sure to check your owner's 
manual for any special instructions and torque 
specifications before installing the propeller. 

8. While you're checking the prop. check the 
bottom of the boat. For clean, efficient running 
the hull must be clean and efficient, too. Now's 
the time to remove any left-over barnacles or 
dried-up marine algae or weeds. 

9. Spring is also a good time to touch up any 
scrapes or scratches in your motor’s paint job. 
Most manufacturers offer factory-matched colors 
in easy-to-use spray paint cans. If you're 
touching up the lower unit, be careful not to clog 
the water intake screen with paint. This could 
lead to motor overheating. Also, don’t make the

mistake of painting over the sacrificial zinc 
anodes on your motor. They won't work if 
they're covered with paint. While you're 
inspecting the motor, check the anodes. If they 
are more than 50 per cent destroyed, replace 
them with new ones. If you boat in salt water or 
brackish water, the anodes are supposed to 
dissipate as they protect your motor. 

10. After the mechanical work is done, give 
your motor (and boat) a good cleaning. OMC's 
All Purpose Marine Cleaner will remove just 
about all the dirt and grime collected over the 
winter. Use OMC Engine Degreaser to clean up 
your outboard’s powerhead. As a final touch, 
give the motor a coat of automotive wax or 
polish. It will help it sparkle and protect the 
finish from the Sun and water. 

Before you head out for the water, make sure 
you've replaced any tools you normally carry in 
the boat, like a wrench for the prop nut or spark 
plugs. You may have borrowed that wrench to fix 
the snowblower!

Homeowners are 
responsible for 
ensuring the contrac- 
tor can get heavy 
machinery onto the 
site.

Check warranties 
on all equipment. If 
you purchase a pool 
that has a liner, 
make sure the manu- 
facturer has local 
service facilities. 
Shipping liners to the 
United States for 
repairs can be costly. 

nder the Consum- 
er Protection Act, 
contracts signed 
away from the sell- 
er’s permanent place 
of business - for 
example, in a home - 
may cancelled if 
certain conditions 
are met.

$50 or more and the 
customer must

The earth receives 
more energy from 
thé sun than we could 
ever imagine using: 
perhaps 10,000 times 
as much as is used by 
all the people in the 
world. Because of 
this, solar appears to 
be an attractive ener- 
gy alternative; it is 
available to every- 
one, non-polluting 
and free. 

Actually, solar 
energy is only ‘free’ 
in one sense: it 
arrives at the earth's 
surface without cost- 
ing us anything. 
However, solar ener- 
gy is not free when 
we want to convert it 
to some more useable 
form of energy. This 
is because solar ener: 


gy. by its nature, is- 


spread out all over 
the globe. The inten- 
sity of solar energy, 
averaged out over a 
whole year, varies 
from place to place. 
but runs between 
about 100 and 300 
watts per square 
metre of the earth's 
Naturally, 
the tropics receive 
more. Even if the 
solar energy could be 
gathered up with 
perfects efficiency 
(which it can’t) a,one 
metre square solar 
collector could, on 
the average, operate 
one to three 100 watt 
lightbulbs.: Your 
three kW water 
heater would require 
about 20 square 
metres of collecting 
area, even at perfect 
efficiency. 

Running our cars, 
industries and home 
appliances requires 
concentrated energy 
sources. Consequent- 
ly, the goal is to find 
an economical way of 
converting the light 
and/or heat that we 
receive from the sun 
into a more concen- 
trated and conve- 
nient energy form.

MS was found in 
both twins in 30 per 
cent of the identical 
pairs compared with 
only 2.5 per cent of 
the fraternal” twins. 
The rate of multiple 
sclerosis among 
brothers and sisters 
who were not twins 
was 1.5 per cent. 

While these find- 
ings indicate that 
there is a genetic 
factor in determinin 
who will develop MS, 
the disease is not 
inherited like 
Huntington's disease. 
In MS, what may 
happen is that people 
inherit a gene or 

enes. which re- 

ispose them to deve- 
loping MS if they are 
exposed to the cause, 
which might* be a 
virus. 

Dr. Ebers, chair- 
man of the MS Socie- 
ty’s Medical Advis- 
ory Committee and 
director of the MS 
research clinic at the 
University of West- 
ekn Ontario, said as 
many as 50,000 Cana- 
dians may have MS. 
It is the most 
common disease of 
the central nervous 
system among young 
adults in Canada. 

MS symptoms can 
vary widely from 

rson to person and 
in one person over a 
period of time. Its 
unpredictability is 


the most frightening 
aspect for many 


Symptoms may 
include loss of co- 
ordination, numb- 
ness, vision prob- 
lems, tremor or para- 


lysis. Often a 
who has MS will 
suddenly become 


worse for weeks or 
months and then 
slowly recover. The 
attacks and remis- 
sions can be repeated 
for é 
ost researchers 
now believe MS is a 
disease that results 
from an immune 
system ‘that has 
started attacking 
rt of its own body. 
owever, they don’t 
know what triggers 
the attacks or why 
the disease occurs 
more frequently in 
particular racial and 
ethnic groups. 

Generally speak- 
ing, caucasins are 
much more suscepti- 
ble to MS than are 
Orientals or blacks. 
But Hutterites, who 
are white, have 
almost no MS.

® The public knows 
too little about multi- 
ple sclerosis, “the 
mysterious crippler 
of young adults’, all 
too often confusing it 
with muscular 
dystrophy, which is 
usually a disease of 
children. Multiple 
sclerosis or Ss 
attacks young men 
and women who are 
just beginning 
careers or families. 
It is usually first 
diagnosed between 
the ages of 20 and 40.

There’ is ood 
evidence to indicate 
that environmental 
factors play a causa- 
tive role, but that 
genetic factors may 
alsa determine a 
predisposition to MS. 

Several other 
chronic degenerative 
diseases of the centr- 
al_nervous system, 
such as kuru in 
humans and scrapie 
and visna in sheep, 
have been shown to 
be caused by slow- 
acting vjruses that 
remain dormant for 
months or years after 
the initial infection 
and then “flare-up’ 
producing a chronic 
disease. Viruses 
currently being 
considered in connec- 
tion with MS are 
those in the para- 
myxovirus group, 
which include 
measles, mumps, 
chicken pox and 
para-influenza.

The two most com- 
monly used home pool 
filters. employ cither 
diatomite or sand. Dia- 
tomite filters require a 
‘‘precoat’’ of diatomite 
filter aid on the filter 
screen. Actual filtration 
takes place through this 
precoat. 

When the proper 
amount of precoat is 
used the precoat will be 
about i/16 inch thmick. 

Care should be taken 
to follow the recom- 
mendations of the filter 
manufacturer or the 
information on the back 
of a bag regarding the 
proper amount of filter 
powder to use. | 

The diatomite precoat 
in addition to removing 
unwanted dirt particles, 
also prevents these 
same: particles from 
plugging up the filter 
element cloth or wire

cover, thus reducing 
filter element cleaning 
operations. 


If the filter elements 


become plugged or 


clogged. follow the 
cleaning directions sup- 
plied by “your filter 
manufacturer or consult 
with your pool water 
chemical supplier. 
Under typical opera 
ting conditions, the 
filtration cycle is over 
and it's time to clean 
the filter when the filter 


pressure gauge reaches 
the manufacturer's 
maximum recom- 
mended level. 
Thorough cleaning will 
extend the time be- 
tween cleaning. 

The other major types 
of home filters use beds 
of sand, or sand and 
gravel, through -which 
the water flows, leaving 
dirt particles _ trapped 
within the sand. Pool 
owners with sand filters 
should clean them when 
the dirt accum@lated in 
the sand bed slows 
dowe the flow of water 
through the filter.

if your diatomite- 
filtered pool is subject 
to variable bather loads, 
reports advise that 24- 
hour-a-day filter use 
with a weekly filter 
cleaning and change of 
filter aid may be the 
most economical. 

When pool filters are 
used sporadically, algae 
growth can be a pro- 
blem, particularly in 
outdoor pools. In such 
cases, supplement fil- 
tration and chlorination 
with a good algicide.

Used car buyers beware 


Facing a 50 per 
cent chance of 
encountering fraud, 
consumers shoppin 
for used cars shoul 
do more than kick a 
few tires. 

Experts with the 
Ontario Ministry of 
Consumer and 
Commercial Rela- 
tions (MCCR) esti- 
mate that mileage is 
misrepresented on 
one in every two used 
cars on the market. 

When a car has 
been driven 100,000 
km or miles (depend- 
ing on the make and 
year of the vehicle) 
the odometer usually 
changes from 99,999 
to zero, starting the 
recording process 
over. Some unethical 
sellers may conve- 
niently “forget’ the 
first 100,000 km and 
claim a car has gone 
only the distance now 
shown, says Dave 
Mitchell, director of 
investigation and 
enforcement for the 
ministry. Others 
have been known to 
roll-back the odome- 
ter manually to show 
lower mileage, he 


sys. 
n both cases, the 
sellers are breaki 
the law and face le 
action if caught. But 
to avoid ending up in 
a court attle, 
consumers should 
‘make an effort to 
protect themselves. * 
About two-thirds of 
the used cars on the 
market in Ontario 
are sold privately, 
not through regis- 
tered dealers, says 
Mitchell.

One of the major 
scientific benefits 
anticipated from the 
Apollo voyages to the 
moon was that we 
would finally learn 


the origin /of that 
body. Although there 
were many things 
that the Apollo prog- 
ram did tell us, the 
origin of the moon 
remains a mystery. 
Among the many 
theories of the 
moon's origin, three 
have gained promi- 
nence and

ne theory held 
that the earth and 
moon were formed at 
the same time by the 
splitting of the fluid 
protoplanet because 
of rapid rotation. 
This theory was 
always in trouble 
because of the prob- 
lem of accounting for 
the loss of rotational 
motion after the split.
